After tftlking with you telephonicully prevtoisly on Ithis 
date. Messrs. Ackms, fiftssfitt, and I met with the Depi^ 
approKimately 3: 30 p. m. I told Judge Tyler that in accordance with the fejltog 
of the Department we anticipated it least at this point approximately she ad^- 
tkmal interviews. I told the Judgei that we fhU that these weiw six people who 
logicaUy should be interriewed reliathre to the hapilry. JodgK Tyler agreed 
with this. 

Mr. Adams brous^t up the obl i gat ion which we hare to our 
original source and outlined to Judg e Jrler t hat with his perinission it was 
anticipated tint the source would 1» contacted and tedd gener^y that there 
appeared to be some substance to the initial allepdtai; that !ls, that Oswald 
had appeared hi the Dallao Office prior to the assasslnatian )ind had left a note. 
Further, ttat while we had not clearly established what this note said, there 
was absolutely no teformatlon develq^ which would indleats that it had been 
a threat attinst President Kennedy. Mr. Adams also mentioned to Judge JCiler 
at ttfiit time the source would be told that add i ti o n al inquiries were being 
conducted and there always was a possibility that the matter might leak to 
a representative of the press, which Judge Tyler agreed could occur but indicated 
fhaf far it appeared that ther<e had been no leaks whatsoever, b any event 
Judge Tyler also agre<»d with this particular course of action. 

I mentioned to the Judge that hispection Dlvtskn liad received a phone 
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^11 earlier fat the day from a Mr. Lowenberg foh) from the 
the Department daring which he bidicatea that Criminal Sect 
kept advised of the developments and that it was Lowsnherg* 
fw the Bureau intended to conthict nome additi o n a l ftniairie i. Lowenberg also 
stated that be felt ttai Mr#. Mmi should be toterviswed. We told the Judge of

and/or Oiiwald should be held to the very end !f indeed was aetoally 
necessary to Interview. The Judge was also hi agreement this bed at this 
point at our suggestion he Thftr«>»n»gh, Assistant Attorney General^ 

Criminal Dhrisiooi, who in a few minutes Joined the groi^. ll meatioiied this 
call that we had received and of the Department's apparent desire we intenlew 
Mrs. Paine. Thornburgh did not iiobscrlbe to this stating thm he felt the entire 
inquiry should be carefully controlled step by step and that at the dnd of each 
step review the information carefully and make whatever decisions that mi^it 
be necessary from that point on. He, too, was in agreement with the Bureau 
conducting additional interviews. He also was in agreement with the Director's 
(^servations that each person interviewed be famished a waltver of r^its and 
tlfiit the interviews be recorded by sworn statement.
